DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1. Claims 1-3 and 5-8, filed July 2 nd , 2009, are currently under examination. Claims 
1-3 are amended, claim 4 is cancelled, and claims 5-8 are new. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5-8 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1 and 2, the closest prior art of Statnikov 
(US 6,338,765) and IIW (S. Statnikov, Guide for Application of...) does not 
teach or suggest impacting the welded joint of a steel plate using an 
ultrasonic vibration tool having pins with the claimed diameter nor does 
the prior art teach making the average longitudinal axis of crystal grains 
equal to that of the prior grain size at % thickness for the reasons as 
stated by Applicants (p. 5, para 3 of the July 2, 2009 response). 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
